The Team 


“Quest team applications are now available 
in the Campus Life Office.” So began a long, hard, 
fun, and rewarding summer for the group of 24 
Lipscomb students who volunteered their summers 
in order to provide the incoming freshmen with a 
successful transition into the unique experience of 
college life. Ifa student was interested in being on 
the Quest Team, he or she applied for the position 
by answering typical job application questions such 
as “What skills can you bring to the team?” and 
providing student and faculty references. After the 
applications were submitted, Dean Sarah Keith 
Gamble, the current Quest Team director, and the 
previous director began interviewing people for the 
job. They interviewed as many as seventy interested 


students before selecting a team based on age, 
gender, Myers-Briggs personality tests, and the 
results of the interviews. The names were then 
posted and e-mailed to the new members of the 
Quest Team. 

The process of being chosen was just the 
beginning of an action-packed summer full of long 
meetings, late nights, hard work, and—most 
importantly—tots of fun. The first activity the team 
took part in was retreat, where the members got to 
know each other on a deeper level. Each person 
was also paired with another member to be small 
group partners during Advance. The team 
participated in all kinds of personality games, team- 
building activities, and role-playing behaviors. 


These activities allowed them to bond with each other and 


learn to rely on their teammates. They also learned all about 
their personality types and found out who else on the team 
had the same type personalities. “Retreat was one of my 
favorite things we did this summer because I got to know 
everyone on the team so much better,” stated Kristina 
Haggerty. 

The summer really got underway with Tuesday night 
meetings. The team met every Tuesday night for the entire 
summer to plan the activities for Advance and Quest week. 
At the meetings, members learned all about Lipscomb 
University, from who is the dean of each college to where 
almost all the offices are located. The team was then divided 


into committees that were delegated to organize the 
different activities like mixers at Advance or “Singled 
Out” during Quest week. The committees worked 
on these activities almost every week to ensure that 
everything flowed smoothly when the freshmen 
arrived. During the weeks of Advance and Quest, 
the meetings got long and there was always work to 
be done, but the members enjoyed the time they 
spent together. 

Advance began with a flow of 150 wide- 
eyed, scared freshmen who had no idea what to 
expect. Advance was a two-day introduction to 
Lipscomb where the freshmen registered for classes, 
met other freshmen, played fun games, attended 
sessions about life at Lipscomb, saw a Quest video, 
and had some time with their Quest leaders to get 
questions answered and feel a little less nervous 
about the college experience. “Advance was a great 
way of getting me excited about coming to 
Lipscomb,” said freshman Caitlin Parham. “I love 
Advance. Getting to meet and have fun with the 
freshmen was such an awesome experience,” stated 
Quest Team member Beth Johnson.

Everywhere you look, someone is doing 
something! Students all over campus 
are playing sports—whether on official 
university teams, intramural teams, or 
just individual teams. They’re gliding 
Frisbees, tossing footballs, even 
throwing snowballs. Look around 
another corner and you might see 
social clubs practicing for Singarama, 
holding a bake sale, or chatting with 
their brothers or sisters in the clubs.

You might also see 
the law students debating the business 
students No matter what a student is 
interested in, he or she can find some 
way to become involved, even without 
looking. Lipscomb has so many 
organizations that you can find 
something to do all the time. 
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Lipscomb’s Greek system is a great 
way to get involved in campus life and to get to 
know people at school. This year, the new 
Archegos program began as a great addition to 
involve first year students in the Greek system 
before joining a social club. 

As Dean Scott McDowell says, “The 
whole point of this is to build community and 
give a non-threatening point of entry into the 
Greek System. It’s all about building 
connections.” Creating a new point of entry into 
a social club has helped address the issues of 
hazing and exclusivity that have made joining a 
social club a stressful experience for some 
students. 

At the beginning of each semester, first- 
year students who wish to join an Archegos 
club attend Rush Fair to learn about social 


clubs and to decide which ones they may want 
to join as a brother or sister club. Students 
submit their three top choices, and the Interclub 
Council decides which Archegos clubs the 
students are placed in, based on their 
preferences and the number of participants. No 
eligible students are turned down.

A member of the charter 
club attends Archegos meetings and helps 
maintain communication between the two clubs. 
Each semester, the two clubs participate in at 
least one joint activity.

The NCAA Management Council has officially 
approved Lipscomb University as a Division I 
athletic program. 


Dr. Steve Potts made a formal announcement to 
the athletic department’s coaches and staff 
members. The school has completed its four-year 
provisional period as required for active 
membership. 


Lipscomb will become an active NCAA Division I 
member effective Sept. 1. 


“It is terribly exciting for our athletic program as 
we reach the end of our NCAA Division I 
Provisional period and become active members,” 
said Potts. “The path through provisional 
membership is not an easy one and our staff, 
coaches and our student-athletes have performed 
exceptionally.” 


Dr. Potts praised Lipscomb President Dr. Steve 
Flatt and the administration of the university for 
the support provided to the athletic department 
during the provisional period. 


“We have had incredible support from Dr. Flatt and 
the entire University administration as we have 
endeavored to build a solid NCAA Division I 
foundation,” Dr. Potts said. “The longstanding 
Lipscomb athletic tradition of loyal and unwavering 
fan support has been with us as well.” 


Lipscomb also begins its first official year in the 
Atlantic Sun Conference. 


“Our membership in the Atlantic Sun Conference 
places us with a group of outstanding institutions 
and provides the opportunity to compete for 
conference championships and automatic berths in 
NCAA championship tournaments. The renewal of 
the Lipscomb-Belmont rivalry in men’s basketball 
adds an element of excitement all its own.”

a group that Dr. Reed said especially understood the 
purpose of the program and took advantage of this 
ultimate learning opportunity. 


The London program in the summer of 2002 


was led by Dr. Matt Hearn, accompanied by his wife 
Mary and their sons Sam and Jackson. Students 
held internships in prominent London establishments, 
including those of Karie Stephens at the Tate Britain 
and Craig Hammond at Parliament. The group also 
took special excursions outside of London, traveling 
to Canterbury, Dublin, and Edinburgh. A special 
highlight was a curbside view of the royal procession 
of Queen Elizabeth II as part of the Queen’s Jubilee 
celebrating her fiftieth year of reign. Dr. Hearn 
confirmed that the program was truly life changing, 
both for the students and his own family.

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irst Torch Award 


Lipscomb University presented its first “Torch Award” 
to a longtime member of the university’s Board of 
Trustees. According to President Stephen Flatt, Word 
B. Bennett was honored for his “distinguished service 
to the university” and for “embodying the spirit of 
Christ in every endeavor — in family, church, business 
and community.” 

“Four administrations at Lipscomb have 
benefited from his quiet wisdom, his openness to 
new ideas, his studiousness and loyalty,” Flatt 
said. Bennett joined the Lipscomb Board of Directors 
in 1967 and served as Board chair during the Harold 
Hazelip administration. “As chair, he led our Board 
into a more effective and productive structure, which 
has had a significant impact on the function of the 
Board and the direction and progress of the 
university,” Flatt said. “He understands the values of 
hard work and humility, characteristics he brings to 
every endeavor.” 

Bennett earned a degree from Lipscomb in 
1936, and holds the master’s degree in chemistry 
from Vanderbilt. He served the UST Co. for more than 
40 years, retiring as senior vice president for 
research and development. A Nashville native, 
Bennett is a life member of the Lipscomb Board of 
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Trustees and has served the Donelson (Tenn.) church 
of Christ as an elder since 1964. “He is studious, well 
read, and well traveled,” Flatt said. “He is extremely 
generous. His gift of $500,000 in stock in 1984 was 
the largest liquid gift the university had received at 
that time, and he continues to be very generous with 
his alma mater today. He loves the arts, he loves his 
family, and above all, he loves his Lord.” Bennett and 
his wife, Lera, live in the Donelson area and have four 
children, all of whom attended the university. Three 
earned bachelor’s degrees at Lipscomb. The 
Bennetts also have 12 grandchildren. 

The “Torch Award” was presented during 
Founders’ Day activities, marking the 111th 
anniversary of this school’s opening on Oct. 5, 1891 
as the Nashville Bible School. The school was 
renamed David Lipscomb College in memory of one 
of its founders, in 1918, and Lipscomb University in 
1988. 

"The award is designed to be Lipscomb’s 
highest honor, recognizing individuals characterized 
by distinguished service to the university and lives 
built on the spiritual and leadership values central to 
the university’s mission," Flatt said. 


Landiss Lecture Series 


The Landiss Lecture Series, sponsored 
by the English department, serves as an 
excellent outlet for talented, distinguished 
writers and teachers to discuss various literary 
works in depth and to share their perspective 
with Lipscomb students. Several nationally 
and internationally recognized writers have 
come to campus, such as Dr. Hubert Taylor, 
author of Peter Taylor: A Writer’s Life; novelist 
Ann Patchett, winner of Britain’s distinguished 
Orange Prize for Bel Canto; Jeff Berryman, 
author of Leaving Ruin; and Bill Brown, a poet 
and teacher. 

The series has held true to its founder’s 
vision. Dr. Morris P. Landiss, a former chair of 
the English department, believed that students 
need experiences beyond the classroom to 
encourage their intellectual growth. 

In November dramatist Jeff Berryman, 
pictured above, did his one-man play Leaving 
Ruin, the story of a preacher who faces 
spiritual and emotional challenges of having to 
leave his small town congregation.

Lifelong Learning 


When one thinks about retirement, one probably thinks 
about sleeping all day in a Lazyboy recliner, gardening, or 
playing a game of bridge. This is not true for the 
participants of the Lifelong Learning program here at 
Lipscomb. This program provides an opportunity for 
people aged 50 years and older to learn new skills that 
they perhaps missed out on when they were younger. The 
program was established two years ago by Patty Dugger, a 
retired professor from the College of Business and 
beginning with only a few students, and it has now grown 
to more than four hundred. There are two sessions in the 
fall and spring, and the classes are once a week for five 
weeks. A variety of classes are offered including 
computers, history, English, and more, which are taught 
by a variety of past and present professors and specialists. 
The most popular class choice is for computer skills, which 
allow the students a chance to learn such things as 
Microsoft Word and the Internet. Dugger said, “The 
purpose of the program is to reach out to the community 
and share facilities and expertise with the senior 
community.” It provides a noncompetitive, open, friendly 
atmosphere where senior men and women can expand _ 
their horizons, socialize, and gain a sense of 
accomplishment.
